bility and peace. 


Rejection b y

posal for a 10- 
year agreement 
on non - aggres- 
sion is not the 
end, but merely 
the beginning of 
the 
discussion. 


Hence, the scope 
and effect of the 
dramatic step 
taken 
by Mr. 


Roosevelt cannot be 
some time to come. 


The president's move, formulated 


after many months of consideration 
and studied at length with Secre- 
tary Hull and his ad\isers, has nol 
been withheld because of any doubt 
as to its wisdom, but only because 
of a desire to time the intervention 
when it might have the best chance 
of success. 


Those who have been suspecting 


the president of wanting to "dra 
America into war" have done so 
mostly because of the sudden in- 
crease in armament and the speech- 
es and statements of denunciation 
which have been coming from the 
administration in comment on de- 
velopments 
in 
the 
totalitarian 


states, but those who have been 
suspicious would not have felt that 
way had they known what really 
was going on behind scenes. And 
unfortunately, in matters of diplo- 
macy, it is not possible to disclose 
plans which require constant del- 
icacy in handling. 


Behind the Scenes 


Some day, the president's 
efforts 


for peace, which have been known 
to those behind the scenes, will be- 
come public, and then the sniping 
which has been 
going on among 


those who are carrying over their 
prejudices against Mr. Roosevelt on 
domestic questions into internation- 
al matters will appear more and 
more unfortunate. Those many Re- 
publicans who have been cautious 
about accusing the administration 
of wanting war have been wiser 
than their few brethren who have 
been ready to read into every ac- 
tion of the president some relation- 
ship to an ambition for 1940. 


But, even from a political point 


of view, the snipers 
have been 


wrong. Anybody who' knows the 
fundamentals of political strategy 
can observe that keeping a nation 
out o£ war merits far more applause 
and support at the polls than drag- 
ging it in. If Mr. Roosevelt wants to 
run for a third 
term, 
his best 


chance of reward lies in having a 
prosperous America and a peace- 
ful world. For it is noteworthy that 
even the administration, which has 
been inclined off and on since 1933 
to disregard world conditions as a 
basic cause of American economic 
disturbances, is ready now to con- 
cede that the world is an economic 
unit and that prosperity and reem- 
ployment can come out of a natural 
stability throughout the world based 
on trade, and not out of an artificial 
stability based on armament build- 
ing. 


Mr. Roosevelt has everything to 


gain and nothing to lose from the 
standpoint of potential party pres- 
tige, economic recovery 
and his 


place in history, irrespective of 
whether he exer runs for office 
again, if he becomes 
the vehicle 


through whcih the world declares a 
truce for 10 years or more and 
world trade is revived. 


Moral Force 


How will Mr. Roosevelt proceed 


and what can "moral force" really 
accomplish? In the first 
place, 


"moral force" in its essence means 
the employment of every form of 
communication available to reach 
the hearts and minds of peoples 
both in the totalitarian countries 
and 
in the democracies of 
the 


world. It means constant discussion. 
When the Hitler and Mussolini re- 
plies come in. it means answering 
them and putting the debate in the 
open so that all mankind can listen 
and read. Even the 
censorships 


abroad will not prevent the texts of 
these important proposals and re- 
plies from becoming widely known. 


When the German and Italian re- 


plies are studied, the question then 
arises of removing the obstacles 
which may be cited by Hitler and

The opportunity for moral force

TEDIUM OF ELECTION WORK 


Because elections come infrequently, 


and Jast only for a day, Wisconsin com- 
munities 
muddle 
through 
them 
one 


after another with seldom a thought to 
improving their methods. The one pur- 
pose of an election is to place in office 
the candidates who are the choice of the 
people, sr.d that it must be conceded is 
well accomplished in this state. The cum- 
bersome practice of having each citizen 
go to a designated polling place to mark 
his ballot in secret, probably cannot be 
improved upon. 


It is the method of counting the ballots 


that offers a challenge to the ingenuity 
of legislators. 
At present each polling 


place is staffed by five persons, a chair- 
man, twg ballot clerks, and two inspectors. 
These persons are chosen politically and 
are usually elderly persons with no par- 
ticular aptitude lor the work. To make 
matters worse, the election workers go on 
the job at 6 o'clock in the morning and 
remain on duly, except for meal times, 
untd 3 o'clock in the evening, checking 
in voters and receiving the ballots. This 
.period of 14 hours is just the beginning. 
After the close of the polling place at 8 
p. m. they must count the ballots! 


A group of vigorous 
young clerks 


might be able to carry on with a fairly 
accurate counting for four or five hours 
more, but with the polling places staffed 
in the main with those in middle age or 
well past the situation is something to 
marvel at Mistakes occur that delay work 
while they are corrected. Frequently af- 
ter hours of counting and tallying the en- 
tire job must be started again from the 
beginning. Not hopeless, since 
every 


board finishes somehow, sometime, but 
something to consider in astonishment in 
this enlightened age. 


la. the recent spring election most of 


the county election boards had completed 
their work by midnight, a mere matter of 
13 hours. Others of course worked later. 
In the fall elections when there are more 
candidates, and more contests, the hours 
are longer, and in. presidential elections 
It is not uncommon for election boards 
to work 24 hours. The record in this sec- 
tion of the state ijoes to the board that 
worked until noon the following day 
which gave them credit for 30 hours work, 
and plenty of abuse for their trouble.

Czechoslovakia and Jugoslavia, used parts 
of the dismembered Austrian empire to 
graft on some of these and ribbons cut off 
Germany to graft elsewhere we turned a 
deaf ear to Erin although the Irish and 
English were in one of their- bloody peri- 
odical embraces and the death toll was 
high. Even DeValera, now president, was 
in jail under sentence of death for head- 
ing one of those abortive insurrections 
that flamed brilliantly with high courage 
but could not be carried through for lack 
of sufficient numbers, guns and gold. 


The Irish had read Mr. Wilson's ele- 


gant language about the right of people 
to rule themselves and took it literally, 
whereas it was meant only against enemy 
people like the Teutons who had acquired 
the mad notion that they were as good as 
the English. 


Yet England, in fact, merits high praise 


for swallowing the age-old controversy, 
emptying the jails, and permitting the for- 
mation of the Irish Free State, but she 
could not immediately abandon the Ul- 
sterites who consisted originally of Eng- 
lish and Scotch sent over about 300 years 
ago to provide a population upon which 
Oliver Cromwell could depend. 


Still the Irish mustn't become impa- 


tient and expect us to settle the Ulster 
problem immediately. We have so many 
other tasks. 
Albania is crying. 
The 


Greeks look a little fearsome. Turkey is 
not altogether happy. And even the Syr- 
ians scream in distress as they occasion- 
ally push France's hand off their mouth. 


We will get around to Ireland in due 


course. And we hope the administration 
makes the Irish happier than it has made 
its own people.

And 
what is known of the German scientist who 
was responsible for sulfanilamide that has 
already slain armies of bacteria and lifted 
the sick from hospital beds and sent them 
home when they were already in the bony 
grasp of death? 


And the world kno%vs all about Na- 


poleon's marshals, Key, Murat and the 
rest of the glittering leaders, and that 
Joffre, Foch, and Petain were the French 
stars in the last war. But what would 
the world have known about Pasteur if 
it were not for the cinema? 


We are already thinking of some noble 


work for the Women's Field Army after 
they spread the gospel that will save from 
cancer for it is evident we need a people 
who will give more attention to the ways 
lo save life and the generals who devise 
them than the military and its objectives. 


But presently the Women's Field Army 


will devote themselves to banishing ig- 
norance which is today cancer's chief ally. 
And although medical science has not yet 
cornered the cancer germ, if there be one, 
or broken the cancer cell down to com- 
plete understanding there has been gath- 
ered, sifted and classified a great mass of 
information from which has developed 
several sound rules to protect from the 
malady.

would be to permit warring nations 
to come to the United States with 
their own ships, buy supplies, and 
get them home if they could. U. S. 
ships would be kept out of the war 
zone. That is the point of Senator 
Pittman's bill and he concedes its 
present purpose is to permit such 
nations as England and France to 
get supplies, while Germany and 
Italy, blocked up by superior naval 
powers, could get nothing. 


2. Should the President, subject to 


congressional approval, be permit- 
ted to name the aggressor nation in 
event of war and shut off supplies to 
such aggressor? The Thomas bill 
says yes. 


3. Must the President be required 


by the legislation to refuse U. S. 
military supplies to all nations at 
war, regardless of whether, as in the 
case of Japan and China, this means 
disaster to a weaker nation and the 
possible strengthening of a poten- 
tial enemv to the U. S.? Yes, savs 
the Nye bill. 


This somewhat harshly simpli- 


fies the purport of each bill, but the 
essence is there. 


Stimson favored the Thomas bill 


—No. 2. He disliked the feature in 
it requiring the President to have 
consent of Congress before shutting 
off supplies to an aggressor nation. 
He believed the President should 
have authority to act independently 
in that direction if he considered it 
the best means of preserving the se- 
curity of the United Slates. Senator 
Thomas himself was of that frame of 
mind, but injected the requirement 
for congressional approval as 
a 


means of abating opposition of those 
who disliked giving the President 
such blanket authority. 


Baruch favored the Pittman bill 


—No. 1. He conceded that it gave 
advantage to powers with bir na- 
vies because they could come to the 
U. S. for supplies without having 
to depend on U. S. ships to 
carry 


them. 
He agreed that it favored 


England and France in any war in 
Europe because they .could bottle up 
the totalitarian states, yet have thcT 
own ships free to transport U. S. 
goods. Nevertheless, he said, it was 
his belief, based on his service ^ar.

ting nations know in advance what 
position the U. S. would take would 
be the best way to keep the U. S.

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Good Example Is Better Than 


Speeches to Defeat Dictators 


, 
BY RAYMOND CLAPPER 


Washington—Disposition Is general to interpret President Roosevelt's 


pan-American day speech as designed to undermine public sentiment in 
Germany and Italy in the same way that Woodrow Wilson sought, with 
considerable success, to split the German people away from the kaiser in 
the World war. 


Whether Roosevelt has that in mind I do not know, 


but several passages in his speech, which was broad- 
cast to Europe, would indicate as much. Alter des- 
cribing the methods by which nations on the western 
hemisphere have maintained peace, freedom and 
mutual economic opportunity, Roosevelt said that 
men arc not, prisoners of fate, and that they have 
within themselves the power to become free at any 
moment. He hoped nations beyond the seas would 
"break the bonds of the ideas which constrain them 
toward perpetual warfare." 


During the World war, Wilson made effective use 


of such propaganda behind the German and Austrian 
lines. In speeches he reiterated that there was no war 
against the German people but only against their au- 
tocratic rulers. Copies of these speeches were dropped 


Raymond Clapper behind German lines, and in other ways distributed 
among the war-weary people of the old central empires. Undoubtedly 
they had considerable influence in stimulating longing for peace, and re- 
sentment against the kaiser's regime and against the Hapsburg regime in 
Austria. 


However, it would be foolish to place too much confidence in the ef- 


ficacy of such technique in the 
present situation^ 


Certainly this method offers little 


hope of immediate results, and it 
is immediate results that are impor- 
tant now.

Against Their Wishes 


In the first place, it is difficult to 


get through to the peoples behind 
Hitler and Mussolini. With control- 
led press and radio, nothing reach- 
es the people in Germany and Italy 
against the wishes of Hitler and 
Mussolini except by the slow pro- 
cess of filtration.

People in both countries are at 
work, and have the sense of accom- 
plishment and of progress toward 
fulfillment 
of a larger destiny. 


They are told it every day and 
everything that happens must seem 
to them to prove it. In contrast the 
picture which they 
are given of 


democratic countries, even of the 
United States, is one of unemploy- 
ment and depression, futility and 
internal bickering and fumbling in- 
decision in face of the compact, ag- 
gressive march of their own dicta- 
tors. 


Add it all up and there doesn't 


seem much change of making an 
impression on them by telling them 
they ought to want their freedom. 
Only when they meet the resistance 
of force are they likely to stop and 
think. And when they do, they will 
be inclined to think more enviously 
of democracy and freedom if in the 
meantime we have 
demonstrated 


here, at least, that 
democracy 


means not only freedom but em- 
ployment 
and 
prosperity 
and

It -will be noted that in this par- 


ticular hand it does South no vast 
amount of good to guess that East 
holdsjlhree hearts io the queen, be- 
cause~even if he picks up the queen 
on a 'finesse he then will be faced 
•with '-the necessity of guessing an- 
other finesse in either diamonds or 
spades. The method of play actual- 
ly used, that is taking out two 
rounds of trumps, then stripping 
the clubs, then forcing the holder 
of the trump queen on lead, is the 
method that would ,be used by 
every good player. It is not true 
. (would that it were!) that experts 
finesse very rarely. They are forced 
to finesse a great deal more fre- 
quently than they like, but "it is a 
fact that they exhaust every other 
possibility before taking a finesse 
that depends entirely on luck.

"Stand up tall, children." Fifty little backs stretched and fifty little 


heads, lifted. One A was about to be dismissed. They marched out, a long 
line of happy straight-backed youngsters. All day they had been re- 
minded, "Stand up tall, children." One has to keep saying that in a class- 
room where fifty little ones are taking their first lessons in group living. 


Health is the basic consideration in any aspect of life. It is not going 


to do any of us any good, especially the children of school age. to study 
ways of improving ourselves if pursuit of those ways leads to hollow 
chests, curved backs, flat feet and defective vision. This fact, freighted 
as it is with awful consequences, is often disregarded by those who build, 
maintain and manage schools. 


School building does not keep time with increased school population. 


We find schools where too many children are crowded into one room. 
We find classrooms that are poorly lighted. Sanitary conditions in the 
building, toilets, sinks, washrooms, boiler rooms, classrooms are not only 
poor in some towns, but downright bad. Such conditions reduce the pos- 
sibilities for health in the school population. 


We are sending children longer distances to school, in buses, in the 


hope of giving them better learn- 
ing conditions. What are we doing 
to assure ourselves that these chil- 
dren get good lunches, a chance to 
wash their hands and faces in a 
clean washroom, a chance io play 
and to rest in sanitary, sun-lighted 
play spaces? The fine consolidated 
school building that does not pro- 
vide such conveniences for its chil- 
dren is falling far short of its ob- 
ject Building a healthy body is 
more important than building an 
imposing school building. 


A healthy child can be seen a 


block off and known by his posture. 
His back will be stretched up tall; 
he will stand tall, walk, talk, sit. 
tall, and cany his head up. The 
school that can dismiss its children 
for the day with the impress of that 
posture upon them, is doing its 
work well. There is no need to fear 
that its pupils will not pass Regents 
or win medals. They have power 
stored in their backbones. But the 
children who are bowed and bent, 
what about them? 


There is no use in telling them 


to stand up tall. They must first be 
fed so that they can stand. They 
must be given good food, enough 
sleep in airy rooms, enough play in 
sunny places, enough love in happy 
homes, to strengthen body and spir- 
it until they can stand up tall. 


Teach" children to enjoy good 


carriage and posture. Show them 
what it is, what it looks like. Teach 
them to march to music carrying a 
light book on their heads. "Teach 
them to dance, doing the same 
thing. Teach them to sit, stand, 
walk, up tall, head up. back stretch- 
ed. This is a task for home and 
school, quite as important as any 
other phase of. child 
education.

Christ went about DOING GOOD, 
and didn't spend his life reciting 
scripture or ritual. 


Too many churches arc crum- 


bling because they arc not recruit- 
ing young people. ;And it Is an ax- 
iom ot business psychology, equally 
applicable to the churches, that 
your merchandise must meet a real 
human need, or it will fail to sell.

How To Remodel Y.our Church 
Don't think that a church gym- 


nasium or recreation hall is the 
final answer to the problems of 
young people. Almost every high 
school already offers its students

room. 


But the average high school or 


college does not equip students for 
marriage or child rearing, of wise 
choice of vocations, or social poise 
a n d psychological understanding. 
Nor do they render much essential 
sex information except the innocu- 
ous prattle about bees and flowers 
and pollen! 


Through this .psychology column 


your editor has undertaken to per- 
form the broad social service which 
the schools and churches ougbr to 
have initiated years ago.

A majority of Americans do not 


belong to any religious sect, so 
there is still a great market for the 
church. But it must vitalize its 
methods and modernize its sales- 
manship or the taverns and dance 
halls will steal this vast market 
away from it. 


The church is supposed to dis- 


seminate truth, thereby promoting 
the more abundant life. 
I shall

MEN WHO BUILD HOUSES 


I—"The Master Builder" 


At this season thousands of new 


houses arc being built. People who 
are going to live in them look with 
interest at the work of the carpen- 
ters, 
masons, plumbers, 
lathers, 


plasterers and so on. There is joy 
as the house, slowly but surely, 
comes to the point where it is fin- 
ished, and is ready for the family to 
move in. 


* 


An architect at work 


If the house proves to be a good 


one. we owe thanks to the archi- 
tect. the man who drew the plans. 
If his work was done with care and 
skill, the house will show the marks 
of it. 


Some 
persons may say. "We 


didn't have an architect for our 
home. The contractor built it from 
plans we picked out in a book." 
Great numbers of houses are built 
from such plans, but you may be 
sure there was .an architect some- 
where back along the line. Perhaps 
a dozen architects drew the plans 
in a certain book, and perhaps a 
thousand homes have been built 
from those plans. 


It may save money when ready- 


made plans are used, and money 
saving is extra-important at the 
time of house building. Most houses 
cost thousands of dollars, and if a 
person can save on the cost of a 
special architect, it may mean 
something to him. 


On the other hand, many per- 


sons want houses built by their own 
ideas, and are not able to find 
ready-made plans which fit those 
ideas. In such cases, an architect is 
greatly needed. The home-builder 
tells him what is wanted, and he 
works out the plans as well as he 
can. 


If anyone fancies that all an ar- 


chitect does is to "make a set of 
drawings." he is wrong. Working 
on a special house, the architect 
does far more than that. He' often 
has to make two sets of general 
plans before the homebuilder is 
content. Later he must make sets 
of "detail" drawings, for the use of 
the millwork company, the carpen- 
ters, and others pn the job. The de- 
tail drawings show how things 
should be made, and how they 
should be fitted, down to the inch. 


Another task of the modern ar- 


chitect is to watch the work of 
building. He must see that the many 
kinds of work are being done in 
the right way. Very likely he has 
three or four houses going up at 
the same time, and this keeps him 
driving from one to another — at the 
same, he is trying to stay in his 
office a few hours a day! 


The name "architect" came from 


old Greek words meaning "master 
builder." In the old days, the man 
who made the plans for a building 
later went to work setting it up. 
He had crews of helpers, but he 
himself handled tools, and told 
others how to carry on. Today the 
'master builder" does not work 
with saws, hammers or bricks, but 
fl he is true to his task, he (or a 
partner or careful assistant) will 
watch the building grow into a 
house.

Madison—County government of- 


ficials in Wisconsin were at work 
over the weekend in a final drive to 
write into law the Wisconsin Coun- 
ty Board association's bill to return 
an additional $3.600,000 of state 
highway funds 
to localities

road aids. 


The bill will be up for final pas- 


sage in the state senate tomorrow. 
It has already been approved by 
the assembly. 


County officials were asked to 


communicate with their respective 
state senators during the weekend, 
and to ask them to support the 
bill as originally introduced and 
to oppose all amendments. 


The League of Wisconsin Munici- 


palities is supporting amendments 
on the ground that the original bill 
treats counties too generously. 


Original Bill- 


The original bill as written by the 


counties would increase state road 
aids to counties 48 per cent, to 
towns, 30 per cent, to villages, and 
cities of all classes, 30 per cent 


A substitute amendment would 


limit the counties' increase to 40 
per cent, the towns to 20 per cent, 
and would raise village aids 100 
per cent, cities under 10,000 SO per 
cent, and all others 75 per cent 


Counties have argued that only 


15.3 per cent of their highway costs 
are now being borne by the state, 
while cities get 28.8 per cent from 
the state treasury, villages get 38.4 
per cent, and towns get 51 per cent 
under present highway aid laws. 


The county boards association 


said that it is anxious to pass the 
bill soon so that county boards at 
their annual meetings on May 2 
may be able to outline their annu- 
al highway construction and spend- 
ing programs.

Hop Away From Tails
